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1 . WE AGREE WITH CCD DELEGATION VIEW (REFTEL) THAT 
JANUARY MEETING OF UN DISARMAMENT COMMISSION (UNDC), TO 
BEGIN SUBSTANTIVE DELIBERATION IN UN ON DISARMAMENT 
ISSUES, WOULD BE INADVISABLE. WE ALSO CONCUR WITH DEL- 
EGATION RECOMMENDATION (PARA 4 REFTEL) THAT US OPPOSE 
EMENDATION OF MACHINERY SECTION OF SSOD FINAL DOCUMENT 
TO PERMIT COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT (CD) TO CONVENE ITS 
FIRST MEETING AFTER"JANUARY 1979", AS PROVIDED FOR IN 
PARA 120 OF GA RESOLUTION A/RES/S-10/2 DTD JUNE 30 1978. 
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2. DELEGATION SHOULD INFORM UN REP IN GENEVA THAT US WILL 
OPPOSE ANY ATTEMPTS TO AMEND FINAL DOCUMENT, PARTICULARLY 
THE MACHINERY SECTION. WE BELIEVE ANY EFFORTS TO CHANGE 
PORTIONS OF WHAT WAS A DELICATELY NEGOTIATED WHOLE WOULD 
DESTROY THE DOCUMENTS BALANCE AND FORCE. IN COMMENTING 
ON SYG WALDHEIM'S PROPOSED SCHEDULE FOR MEETINGS OF UNDC 
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AND CD, (PARA 2, REFTEL) DELEGATION MIGHT WISH TO DRAW 
ON THE FOLLOWING: 

A. US DOES NOT BELIEVE PROVIDING ONE WEEK FOR ORGANIZA- 
TIONAL MEETING OF CD IN EARLY JANUARY IS ADEQUATE OR 
APPROPRIATE. SINC CD WILL ADOPT ITS OWN RULES OF 
PROCEDURE, IT IS UP TO THE CD ITSELF TO DECIDE WHEN, HOW 

AND FOR HOW LONG IT WILL DEAL WITH ORGANIZATIONAL MATTERS. 

B. THE QUESTION OF CD ADJOURNMENT OR RECESS TO FACILITATE 
DELEGATION'S PARTICIPATION IN THE UNDC WOULD HAVE TO BE 
DECIDED BY CONSENSUS AT THE CD. IN OUR VIEW, IT WOULD 

BE IMPRACTICAL TO HAVE THE CD AGREE TO MEET BRIEFLY IN 
GENEVA TO TAKE A DECISION TO RECESS IMMEDIATELY FOR 
DELEGATIONS TO ATTEND A 3-4 WEEK MEETING OF THE UNDC 
IN NEW YORK AND THEN RETURN TO GENEVA TO RESUME THE 
CD SESSION. 

C. BASED ON OUR DISCUSSIONS WITH OTHER DELEGATIONS ON THE 
QUESTION OF WHEN TO SCHEDULE THE FIRST SUBSTANTIVE MEETING 
OF THE UNDC, WE BELIEVE THAT GENERAL PREFERENCE IS EMERG- 
ING FOR CONVENING THE UNDC IN MAY OR SEPTEMBER. FURTHER- 
MORE, BEARING IN MIND THAT THE UNDC CAN ONLY MAKE RE- 
COMMENDATIONS AND PROPOSALS THROUGH THE UN GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, WHICH WILL NOT BE IN SESSION IN JANUARY, WE 

DO NOT BELIEVE IT IS NECESSARY TO DELAY THE WORK OF THE 
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CD IN ORDER TO HOLD A MEETING OF THE UNDC IN JANUARY. 

3. SYG IS CORRECT IN BELIEVING THAT HE CANNOT "APPOINT" 

THE SECRETARY PERSONAL REPRESENTATIVE TO THE CD UNTIL 
THE CD HAS BEEN CONSULTED (PARA 3 REFTEL). HOWEVER. 
DELEGATION MIGHT POINT OUT THAT PARA 120 (C) OF THE 
SSOD FINAL DOCUMENT DOES NOT PRECLUDE THE SYG FROM 
ANNOUNCING HIS "RECOMMENDATION" BEFOREHAND. MOREOVER. 
EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT WOULD FACILITATE THE NECESSARY CONSUL- 
TATIONS AMONG THE MEMBERS OF THE CD SO THAT CD APPROVAL 
OF THE SYG'S PROPOSED SECRETARY/PERSONAL REP, AND HIS/ 

HER SUBSEQUENT APPOINTMENT BY THE SYG. COULD BE ONE OF 
THE FIRST ORDERS OF BUSINESS OF THE CD. CHRISTOPHER 
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
